For the Combatants 


Nitrates and Fuel From Air and Re- 
markable New lying Ma- 
chine Promised 


The progress in the field of chem- 
istry was touched on at a mecting 
of the Association of Science Teach- 
ers in London recently. Prof. Kil- 
burn Scott Tent authority to the re- 
port that Germany is now making 
out of the air her whole supply ot 
nitrates, 

When such miracles are being per- 
formed, it is no longer in order to 
laugh at the American who recently 
offered the British Government free 
an alleged invention to manufacture 
fuel from the air that would take the 
place of coal and oil entirely, besides 
reducing to nil bunker space, enor- 
mously cheapening costs and enab- 
ling aeroplanes to fly any distance 
without re-fucling. If we are to draw 
nitrogen from the inexhaustible 
stores of atmosphere, why not car- 
bon fuel 

Prof, Scott mentioned three things 
as marking the outposts of science in 
this war. First, there was the mann- 
facture of nitrate from the atmos- 
phere as mentioned; second, the 
Zeppelin, which nullified the insular 
position of Britain, and, third, there 
was the gyro compass, which solved 
accurate steering by battleships and 
submarines. " 

It was declared by Mr. Joynson- 
Hicks, M.P., that within ~ three 
months a British firm could build a 
hundred air machines that could fly 
for ten hotrs continuousty, and 
would be capable of successfully raid- 
ing the Krupp works at Essen, Mr. 
Joynson-Hicks was the choice of 
many expert judges for the Air 
Board to which Lord Cowdray_ was 
appointed. He has been agitating 
the question of recovering the allied 
supremacy in the air, and it is hoped 
that his enthusiasm will be utilized 
by the new board. 

As matters stand now, it is clain- 
ed, the German aeroplanes of the 
Halberstadt and Spad type can at an 
altitude of 20,000 feet lie in wait for 
British machines that can rise only 
10,000 feet. The British have sonie 
of the Spad type, but not enough of 
these machines to overcome the Zep- 
pelin menace of the insular position 
of Britain.

| English Bishop Visits Ruhleben and

The first Englishman to visit, and 
return from an English prisoners’ 
camp in Germany is Bishop Bury, 
who thus sums up his impressions: 

“This never-to-be-forgotten week 
among my countrymen has made me 
more thankful than ever that I am 
an Englishman, and if I am not very 
much mistaken my imprisoned coun- 
trymen at Ruhleben have made the 
enemy respect us and our brave nicn 
at the front.

Enemy’s Submarine 
Inhumanity 


Créw of Vessel Subjected to Brutal 
Treatment By the Germans 


of the British vessels sunk by a Ger- 
man submarine has given an intcy- 
esting account of his experiences, 

“We left New York on 
day as the Deutschland,” he states, 
“and procecded on our voyage with- 
out incident till nearing England. 1 
had been on duty till two aun., ’ 
was snatching a few hours’ rest in 
the wireless cabin when I was awak- 
ened by the bursting of a shell above 
my head, The dawn was just breal- 
ing, and I immediately made prepara- 
tions for sending out for help.

“The submarine commander direct- 
ed one of the boats to approach his 
vessel, and several sailors boarded 
her carrying explosives and on reacu- 
ing the ship these were placed on 
board. Our cook was taken out of 
one of the boats, and, with a pistol 
pointed at his head, was directed to 
reveal where the stores and provi- 
sions were kept. These were loaded 
in one of the lifeboats still on our 
vessel, and we then pulled away with 
this in tow to the submarine. Here 
the commander gave certain instruc- 
tions, and» cross-examined the cap- 
tain, the while a German sailor dane- 
ed round a gun trained on our boat, 
the rest of the crew clapping their 
hands in delight at the prospect oi 
more frightfulness.
